The contest, of which this is one phase, is im- 

gbortant in its consequences to great areas of the 

country and in the relations of the states to each 


‘The actualities of that issue were disposed of by 


Secretary Hoover when he said it was a question 
for engineers and not for lawyers. If lake levels 
were the real matter of concern the remedy would 
be found in engineering plans, as it can be. 

The contest is economic and political, and as 
such it is older than the nation. The opposition 
in one of sea and lake port cities controlling ,the 
politics of their states and seeking to prevent the 
development of the valley country. It is one of 
greater animus than intelligence; and lack of 
intelligence, as we see it, has drawn to the sea- 
board side some western states which by instinct 
should be with the valley. , 

The position of the Atlantic seaboard is tradi- 
tional. .When the seaboard states were colonies 
it was the position of the British bodrd of trade 
and plantations. The colonists should not get 
beyond the Atlantic watershed. If they went 
beyond the mountains they not only would inter- 
fere-with ‘the fur trade by turning forests into 
farms, but they would carry their trade down the 
Mississippi to the gulf. 

New York and Pennsylvania follow this historic 
line. Ohio has its Mississippi waterway connec- 
tion by the Ohio river, for which lavish federal 
appropriations have been obdtained. Michigan, 
which was robbed of lake ports by Ohio before it 
was admitted to the Union, curiously enough hag 


gobperation that Chicago weuld gét the tremen- 


dous advantage of developing both a waterway to 
the sea and a waterway to the gulf, and should 
be prevented from getting the latter. 

That motive is apparent. Codperation in erigi- 
neering would correct the lake levels. Contro-

Shall 
a lowbrow and a wet who probably cannot register 
socially at all be allowed to spend money. more 
successfully than two socially reputable citizens, 
and get a seat in the United States senate by s0 
doing? 

' Frank Smith had some money of his own when 
he went after McKinley’s seat in the senate, but 
not as much as McKinley. And he did not care 
to spend it getting into the senate. He was willing 
to spend money, but not his own. As chairman of 
the state board controlling public utilities he knew 
where money could be got. His campaign fund got

If capital and management take 
more than their fair’ share of thé profits of enter- 
prise this is a lighter burden in the long run than 


The bureaucrats at best are no more producers 
than capitalist managers, and they are less effi- 
cient and contribute less to the productive effi- 
ciency in the results of which the worker shares. 
Stripped of its idealistic disguise, socialism is noth- 
ing but bureaucracy. It can be nothing else. It 
means management that has a minimum of indus- 
try, initiative, and inventiveness, It means man- 
agement by officials, by job holders who cling to 
routine and resist change. The wastage of bu- 
reaucracy is far greater than that which the So- 
cialist ascribes to competition. 

It may be argued, not without force, that the 
elimination of the fierce competitive struggle of a 
free society might produce moral effects which 
would compensate for the loss of energy involved, 


human tyranny and a very inefficient one.

The following statement issued by the national 
commission makes clear the objective: 

“The national commission on evangelism was 
created in 1925 by general convention in response 
to a widespread appeal! from all parts of the church 
for a new emphasis upon the value and necessity 
of incoryjorating personal evangelism in the life of 
the membership of the church. . 

'“The testimony received by the jommission 
evidences afresh the world’s need of a réal and vital 
religion—a need which the church can best meet 
by pressing the high claims of evangelism, that is, 
recognizing in a more emphatic way the saving of 
the world through a living Christ. 

“The commission strongly feels that this must 
not be merely an ephemeral movement and again 
that it shall not be characterized by an elaboration 
of details or the setting up of complicated 
machinery. 

“ After prayerful consideration the commission 
sets forth the following as indicating the. purpose 
and objective of the approaching effort through- 
out the whole church, the initial step of which is 
the bishops’ crusade, a call to rededication to Jesus 
Christ in life and service. 

“1. Confession of Christ openly before men as 
Lord and Savior. ‘Not only with our lips, but 
in our lives.’ 

“2. Regular daily individual and family prayer. 
‘Lord, teach us to pray.’ ‘ 

“3. Understanding wetter the mind of Christ 

through daily Bible reading. ‘That I may know 


“4, Seéking strength for service through wor- 
ship and sacrament. ‘I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me.’ 

“5. Active service by every member of the 
church. ‘Laborers together with God.’ 

“6. Developing a deeper sense of individnal 
responsibility for bringing others to Christ. ‘He 
first findeth his own brother. He brought him to 
Jesus,’ 

“7. Earnest effort to combat worldliness by more 
consistent living of the Christian life. ‘What do 


apply them day by day as they work and play 
and worship, represents the greatest undertaking 
ever attempted by the church in America for many 
generations. 

It is not a campaign, but ts a plan to re- 
incorporate a fundamental objective in the life of 
the church, not for a day but for all time. .

Another fact which was new to me was 
that after a person had had milk sick- 
ness and apparently had recovered, he 
must take life very easy. It appears 
that the organs, weakened and broken 
down by the attack, can do their work 
fairly well under light strain. But if 
the strain is increased by work or other- 
Wise, these vital organs may go on 
strike, 


, Dr. Walsh tells of a child who, ha 
ing recovered from milk sickness, went 
back to school. As a result she became 
unconacious and died. A man thought 
he was convalescent and walked four 
miles to see a doctor. He became un- 
conscious and died the aext day. 
Another point which wag new to me 
was the treatment which Dr. Walsh pro- 
poses. He gives bicarbonate of soda by 
mouth and by injection in good full 
doses. In proper cases insulin may be 
injected. Injections of insulin act like

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BISHOP HOBAN,

DIES AT SCRANTON 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 13.—(/)—Bishop 
M. J. Itoban of tht Scranton Catholic 
diocese died shortly before 9 o’clock 
tonight of pneumonia. He had been 
ill since Sunday. Warlier in the night 


priests and nuns had gathered at his 
bedside-and ‘offered prayers wher. phy- 
sicians said he could not recover. 
Bishop Hoban was 73. 

Bishop Hoban was born at Water- 
loo, N. Y. When a boy his parents 
moved to Pennsylvania. He was or- 
dained @ priest in 1880, served several 
churches in Pennsylvania for 16 years. 
He was consecrateé as titular bishop 
in 1896 and became head of the Scran- 
ton diocese on the death of Bishop 
O'Hara in 1899. 

Bishop Hoban gained prominence 
because of his activities in behalf of 
the miners. During the world war he 
-called upon his Giocese to give all pos- 
isible assistance to the United States 
and encouraged his priests to aid the 
men in the service. The Scranton dio- 
cese was the first in the United States

“RUBY” PRIZED BY 
CATHERINE THE 
GREAT HELD FAKE 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 13.—()—The 
“Great Ruby of Russia,” the pride of 
crowned heads for centuries, once the 
treasured possession of Catherine the 
Great and considered one of the most 
valuable of the Russian crown jewels, 
is now declared by Prof. Gregori Amin- 
off, head of the mineralogical section 
of the Swedish Royal museum, to be 
merely a large rubellite, far from pre- 
cious. 

His statement is based on a report 
by Prof. A. Fersman, noted Russian 
mineralogist, in the bulletin of the 
Russian Academy of Science, which 
says: 

“It was, as a matter of fact, a light 
red tourmaline (rubellite)'from Burma 
—genuine rubies are always dark red 
—weighing 250 carats of irregular 
shape and representing nothing excep- 
tional either as to size or quality.” 

Originally the Swedish crown ob- 
tained it as war booty at Prague. 
Queen Christina, the  spendthrift 
daughter of Gustavus Adolphus, once 
“hocked”’ it for ready cash at Ant- 
werp, where it was later redeemed by 
the Swedish government. 

In 1777, while visiting Catherine the 
Great in St. Petersburg (now Lenin- 
grad) the Swedish king, Gustavus III., 
gave it to the empress. It is still in 
the Russian collection.

“The insular patrolman is also re 
quired to be thoroughly familiar with 
his district and the residents thereof, 
their business and occupations. He 
inspects and reports in writing semil- 
monthly upon the water supply, roads, 
trails, and bridges, sanitation, etc., of 
his district, as well as the presence of 
any ammunition, firearms, kodaks, 
surveying instruments, transients, in- 
fected cocoanut trees, and diseases 
among the stock and poultry in his dis- 
trict.

“He also reports all violajiong of 
law in his district during the period 
and the action taken by the commis- 
sioner. These reports render much 
valuable information and keep the pa- 
trolman thoroughly alive to the activi- 
ties in his district.

HICAGO, IIE — Before we were 
married my husband bought two 
small, unmodern cottages with 
space enough for another house 

on the corner. At the time he made 
the purchase there was no city water 
so far out. The cottages rented for 
$15 a month each. First, we moved into 
the cottage nearest the corner. We 
planted trees and painted the cottages 
white, as they were dark and unin- 
viting. 

We buflt a bungalow on the corner, 
and when city water reached us we 
had a modern home. We also put 
water in the cottage we vacated. The 
two cottages brought us $33 a month. 
Our bungalow had a mortgage, and we 
applied this with what we could save 
out of our income toward lifting it. 

While we were doing this we were 
also building up a fine yard and plant- 
ed more trees. We had window boxes 
made for the bungalow and cottages. 
(To tell how fine we looked, I will say

Everywhere he goes, and in every 
book or article he reads pertaining to 
residence construction, he sees sets 
forth in tempting array countless ways 
by which a house may be rendered de- 
lghtful to view and vastly comforta- 
ble to live in. 

He makes notes, jots down additions 
and accessories and plans, and then 
goes to his architect or builder to find 
cut how much the house of his hopes 
will cost. The chances are he learns 
it will cost from $1,000 to $2,000 more 
than he planned. 

What does he do then? Usually one 
of three things. Either he chucks the 
whole idea overboard with the remark 
that if he can’t have what he wants 


he won't have anything. . 


Or he goes ahead and takes more on 
‘himself than he can afford, with the 
result that in a couple of years he has 
to give it all up. Whereupon he joins 
that class of people, and.the only class, 


who offer strong arguments against 


home owning—who have 0built or 


bought unwisely. 


All or Nothing. 
Or again he says, “If I can’t have 
_exactly what I want, I will get as 
near to it as I can, and when I can 
efford more, there is always more to‘ 
be had.” 

And with this determination to limit 
his wants and keep comfortably 
within the margin of what he can 
afford, he proceeds to eliminate non- 
essentials and economize where it is 
safely possible. He finds in Aojng this 
he has made an initial payment 
toward a fund for future contentment, 
‘and taken out an insurance against 
nagging worries, too rapidly mounting 
| bills, and payments in excess of what 
‘he can easily manage. 
| If a man has not already purchased 


his lot he should consult hf¥ architect 
or builder before the purchase. He 
will learn from him whether the lot 
‘is too high priced or low priced for 
the house to be built. He will find out 
about such connections as gas, water, 
sewer, and electricity, and also about 
the street improvements, whether or 
not they have been paid for. Then, 
too, he would find out whether the 
street level is permanent or whether 
|later he may not discover his house 
roosting high above the road or slump- 
ing dejectedly below the grade. 
Architect Can Save. 


The question as to whether or not to 
employ an architect is always a coa- 
suming one. ‘‘Can I save the 6 per 
cent or the 8 per cent his services 
would cost me?” 

A definite answer to this lies in the 
fact that a good architect can save 
considerably more than his 6 per cent 
in actua] costs before the house has 
been finished. Many of his services 
are distinctly economy contributing. 

After designing the house to meet 
the individual needs, and with the 
greatest of care regarding saving of 
floor space, inclusion of necessary de- 
‘tails, and the elimination of non-essen- 
‘tials, he then prepares complete spec 
ifications describing each operation 
and prepares a contract with the 
builder to protect the owner’s interests. 
| After that he supervises the work, sees 
‘that the proper materials go into the 
-eonstruction, safeguards the owner at 
every step of the way. 

A competent architect, knowing nec- 
essary values and requirements, can 
be depended upon to turn over to the 
owner a substantial house, which will 
not depreciate too quickly, and with a 
resale value in case the owners wish 
td sell and build again. 


Cost Goes Up.

A few hundred dollars may be saved 
at the start by building the house with 
a frame exterior. A well built frame 
house is as durable as a masonry one, 
and costs a little less. Of course, on 
thé basis of ten year costs, there is no 
difference, for a frame house must be 
painted at least every three years to 
keep its value up to standard. But 
if it ts necessary tg cut at the start, 
a frame house will do it. And with 
c results as far as effectiveness 
goes, 

Then fhe porch may be omitted. A 
porch, sunroom, or sleeping porch may 
be added at any time and a saving 
from $400 to $500 effected. 


Save on Decorations. 


& tile bathroom may be done with- 
out. It is vastly more important that 
your bathroom be sizeable, with good 
hardware and plumbing fixtures, and 
the decorative element saved for a 
later day. 

Money for roofing should not re- 
gretted or spared overly, and a wood 
shingle roof should be treated for fire 
resistance and durability. Keep to the 
shingle roof, however, and don’t try to 
have a slate or a tile one with a shingle 
pocketbook, 

Built-in fittings for the kitchen can 
run as high as $400 or $500, and if’ 
these run your house too high, substi- 
tute simple, ready made devices.

Decide on what trim you can afford.

Hot air 
furnaces are less in cost than hot water 
for you have no radiators to buy.

The right sort of debt 
is a real incentive to the newly mar- 
ried couple. — 

Some Guides to Ownership.

This clause was known as article 14 
and was rejected by the employers’ as- 
gociation. In the new agreement, it 
ts said, the sympathetic strike clause 
is modified considerably. 

Another significant point in the sign- 
ing of the new agreement, those con- 
versant with the lowdown on the build- 
ing situation say, is that the consum- 
mation of the pact will create a dis- 
tinct cleavage between the Building 
Construction Employers’ association 
and the Citizens’ Committee to Enforce 
the Landis Award. , 

The uniform agreement gave recog- 
nition only to the trades, nineteen of 
them, that accepted the Landis award 
and ignored those that rebelled at the 
judge's findings. It is held likely that 
open shop contractors will make new 
alignments, and the whole situation 
insofar as the open and closed shop 
builders is concerned will probably be 
changed within the next three weeks.

STRAUS URGES 


STATE WATCH ON 
REALTY BONDS 


‘Asks Curb for Protection 


of Investors. 


In view of the tremendous increase 
in real estate bonds put on the market 
within recent years, @ paper prepared 
by S. W. Straus, president of S. W. 
Straus & Co., and read before the 


‘american Construction council in its 


pecent meeting at Cleveland, contains 


| g number of remarks of interest to in- 


yestors in this kind of securities. | 

In the paper Mr. Straus took up 
the construction and renting situation 
@ the nation. Regarding rentals he 
gees little prospect of cheaper rates be- 
gause of the general increased wages 
and the higher standard of living. 

He then discussed the huge sum in- 
vested in real estate bonds and their 
gilative security in comparison with 
ether securities, and it was during 
these remarks that he took occasion to 
recommend federal or state supervision 
a@f houses handling these bonds for the 
protection of the public. 

His paper is too lengthy for repro- 
@oction, but some of the salient points 


are given herewith. 


Many Firms in Field. 

The volume of bonds offered to the 
public bas been increasing at a very 
rapid rate, Mr. Straus’ paper said. 
“This volume, in fact, is over twice 
as great as it was three years ago. 


“With this.zrowth in offerings has come 


an enormous increase in the number 
of firms underwriting real estate bond 
issues. 

“These firms are of varying degrees 
of experience, competence, financial 
strength, and moral responsibility. It 
is well within the bounds of good judg- 
ment and sound social policy, there- 
fore, that certain additional restric- 
tions and regulations should be made 
commensurate with this progress and 


expansion. . 
“I am heartily in favor of the pol- 


ey of segregating the proceeds of con- 


struction loans and believe that the 
leading bond houses, by reason of the 
position of leadership which they 
enjoy in their field and view of the 
magnitude to which the business has 
now attained, should be willing to 
adopt this policy for the benefit of the 
entire real estate bond business, the 
building industry, and the investing

When Carving Was Carving. 

There can be no real carving of a 
turkey if it is not correctly trussed 
and cooked, but it is not hard to find 
books which give pictures of correctly 
trussed fowl and there are endless ac- 
counts of how to carve—some quite 
bad and some excellent. Mrs. Lincoln 
in her little book “ Carving and Serv- 
ing” goes into detail in reference to 
carving a turkey, but we need to hark 
back to the time when ladies and gen- 
tlemen took lessons in carving, some- 
times having a model of the bird to 
to be carved in wood, and learning all 
the Mnes before trying to touch the 
real meat, so high was the ideal of that 
time in reference to the cutting up of 
meat. 


The most we try to do in general, to- 
day, is to get thin slices off the breast 
and perhaps try to get the same from 
the thigh, but cannot when the cook- 
ing has been done in a covered roaster, 
for the meat will be more jike boiled 
meat than roasted, the binding tissues 
dissolved and the long fibers prominent. 
The oyster pieces, the perquisites of 
the epicure, are often forgotten, as 
they hide in the side pieces. 


As in carving any meat, so in carv- 


ing turkey one must not cut in the} 


wrong relation to the grain, for ragged 
pieces and wasteful will result. An ex- 
perienced carver will serve twice as 
many persons and serve them more 
satisfactorily than can the inexperi 
enced. 


There are reasons for putting a good 
deal of faith in the book “ Practical 
Ceoking and Serving” [1888], by Mrs. 
Mary. F. Henderson, when it comes to 
some’of the best American practices 
ofthe past. She does not emphasize, 
as some of the great cooks do, the 
roasting: of the bird by an oven, nor 
the modern great variation in temper- 
ature, ‘but she does advise a length 
of time .that is greater than most 
cooks prescribe. Perhaps she was 
reckoning .that the frequent bast- 
ing made this imperative. She says 
“The secret in having a good roast 
turkey is to basta it often, ‘and ‘to 
cook it long enough. A small turkey 
of seven or eight pounds [the best 
selection, if fat] should be roasted of 
baked three hours at least. A very 
large turkey should not cooked R 
minute less than four hoyrs; an extra 
hour is preferable to a minute less. if 
properly basted, it will ‘not become 
ary. 


With mych experience in hotel life. 
where turkeys are ruined by the whol>- 
sale, I have never seen a piece of tur- 
key that was fit to eat: Besides beings 
tasteless, they are almost invariably 


undercooked. 
“First, then, after the t key is 
dreased, season it weil, sprinkling pep- 


per and salt on the inside; stuff it, 
and tie it well in shape; either lard 
the. top or lay slices of-bacon over 
it; wet the skin, and sprinkle it well 
with pepper, salt and flour. It is well 
to allow a turkey to remain some 
time stuffed before cc..king. 


“Pour a little bolling water into the 
bottom of the dripping pan. If it is 
to be roasted, do not put it too near 
the coals at first, vntil it gets well 
heated through; then gradually draw 
it nearer. The exceljence of the tur- 
key depends much up.n the frequency 
of basting it; occasionally baste it with’ 
a little butter, oftener with its own 
érippings. Just before taking it from 
the fire or out of the oven, put ol: 
more melted butter, and sprinkle ove: 
This will make the skin 
more crisp and brown.” 

The putting of some wetter in the 
pan protects the fat and keeps it from 
burning, and if it should all cook out 
may be necessary to add more.

Ss the bureaucracy under which we all sweat and suffer 

gradually swells and proliferates in the republic, life 

will become intolerable to every man save the ene who 

has what is called influence. It is, in fact, almost so 
already. The obscure and friendless man can exist unmo- 
lested only by being so obscure and friendiess that the bureau- 
cracy is quite unaware of him. The moment he emerges 
from complete anonymity its agents have at him with the 
complex and insane laws and regulations that now crowd 
all the statute books, and unless he can find some more power- 
ful person to aid him, either for cash in hand or in return 
for his vote, he may as well surrender himself at once to 
ruin and infamy. For if the jobholders don’t fetch him with 
one law they will fetch him with another. Their one appar- 
ent purpose in life is to fetch him. 

Suppose, for example, he is one of the millions of' Amer- 
icans of foreign birth, duly naturalized but still unaccepted 
socially as a full fledged citizen. He saves his money and 
decides after a while to make a visit to his birthplace to show 
off his American watch and contemplate the tombs of his 
ancestors. He must have, obviously, a passport, first to get 
out of the United States and then to get back. Well, procur- 
ing this passport is now so onerous and complicated a matter 
that to such a man, with no friendly 100 per cent American 
to help him, it has become practically impossible. It takes 
him weeks, and in the end the chances are at least 10 to 1 
that he will fail. 
L The blame lies not upon the laws but upon the bureau: 
cracy. The laws simplysay that no man who is not actually 
a citizen shall have the passport. But the bureaucracy goes 
much further: it apparently assumes that no man at al] is a 
citizen. The moment an applicant is heard of he is put down 
as a fraud, and thereafter the burden of proving that he is 
not is upon him. As a practical matter, it is often impos- 
sible for him to furnish the proof. Long before the bureay- 
cracy is satisfied the man is worn out and in despair. Unless 
he can find some person of influence to help him he may as 
well give up before he begins. a .: 


¢ 


It is the invariable habit of bureaucracies, at all times 
and everywhere, to assume in this way that every citizen is 
a criminal. Their one apparent purpose, pursued with a 
relentless and furious diligence, is to convert the assumption 
into a fact. They hunt endlessly for proofs, and, when proofs 
are lacking, for mere suspicions. The moment they become 
aware of a definite citizen, John Doe, seeking what is his 
) right under the law, they begin searching feverishly for an 
excuse for withholding it from him. A competent bureaucrat 
is simply one who is skilled at such withholding. A mutt is 
one who gives Mr. Doe what he is entitled to, without resist: 
ance and at once. 

I have spoken of the poor hyphenate, the special mark 
and victim of our American bureaucracy. But the 100 per 
cent Nordic, in his different way, suffers almost as cruelly. 
‘Consider, for example, his typical adventures with the bureau- 
crats of the income tax office. To begin with, they give him 
a blank to fill out that not one man in a hundred, assuming 
that he has not had long training as an expert accountant, 
can understand. Its very complexity is a triumph of bureau- 
cracy. It is made unintelligible deliberately, and by bureau- 


the business. No ordinary man, filling it out, can conceivably 
avoid errors. 

- Wel, the minute it is deposited in the bureaucratic ma- 
chine the taxpayer is assumed officially to be a eriminal.. His. 
slightest slip is proof that he has tried to swindle the gov- 
ernment, And how do the bureaucrats deal with him? By 
framing a definite accusation against him and giving him his 
day in court, as provided by Articles V. and VI. of thé bill 
of rights? Not at all. That would not be bureaucratic. They 
proceed by levying an additional (and often grossly excessive) 
tax upon him and demanding that he pay it forthwith. He 
is mow easy meat. The charge against him is no longer that 
he has deliberately falsified his return, which would be diffi- 
cult to prove, but simply that he hag failed to pay a tax 
lawfully levied, which is easy to prove. So he pays up, and 
thereafter, for five or six years, he struggles to get his money.

CRISIS RADIO 
SITUATION 


Tangle Worse than When 


Session Ended. 


BY FRANK HINMAN. 
[Radio Editor.) 
The committee of five 
representatives and three senators 
which meets in Washington tomorrow 


‘in an effort to draw up a compromise 


radio bill for submission to congress 
will find itself facing a much more 


eritieal situation than existed When 


the session efided last spring without 
any radio legislation being passed. — 
As that time, with radio under the 


| control of the department of com- 


merce, there were slightly more than 
600 radio stations on the air, a large 
majority of them low powered trans- 


mitters on the lower wave lengths. | 


The conference committee, however, 
will be greeted with a rather impos- 
ing list of more than 600 stations— 
how many more it is hard to estimate. 
Last week the addition of ten new 
stations brought the total to 605, the 
greatest total ever reached, and as 
numerous others have announced 


‘ their intention of going on the air the 


list undoubtedly will be much higher. 
Hoover Predicts Chaos. 


The increase of the number of sta- : 


tions, however, tells only part of the 
story. When the department of com- 
merce relinquished supervision of the 
broadcasting field, numerous stations, 
dissatisfied with the wave lengths 
which had been assigned them, jumped 
to more advantageous bands. Other 


stations increased their power, while 


the new rtations took any wave length 
and began using any “power that 
pleased them, so that even in the sum- 
mer there was confusion and Secre- 


tary Hoover predicted that chaos would: 


result. 
Many radio listeners believe the test 


‘has come and gone, but, as a matter of 


fact, it will probably be several weeks 
—at least until we get some good vold 
nights—before it can be dafinitely de- 
termined whether Secretary Hoover’ s 
prediction was a false alarm. 

Reports of Interference. 

"The few cold nights we experienced 

week have already brought re- 

ports of interference from distant sta- 
tions and with more than 600 stations 
attempting to use ‘the 89 wave bands 
available there undoubtedly will be 
many more when cold weather sets in 
in earnest. 

The practice of stations contemplat- 
ing the use of another wave length has 


‘been to take one in use by a station 


in’ some distant city. New York sta- 
tiens have taken wave lengths used 
by Chicago or other middle western 
stations. Chicago stations have taken 
the wave lengths of Pacific or Atlantic 
coast stations while northern. and 
southern stations have taken each oth- 
er’'s wave lengths. 

-In the summer, when distant recep- 
tion is exceedingly poor, the use of 
the same wave length by stations a 
thousand miles apart was not’ very 
noticeable, but experts say it is bound

Bemis, electrical equipment division, 
department of commerce. American 
radio products are making satisfactory 


progress in the markets of the world 
with the single exception of Europe, a 
price market, where the British prod- 
ucts have secured a Stronger foothold. 


Sales of radio apparatus to Europe 


are largely on a price basis, but the 
gradual progress 
throughout the world is tending to en- 
courage the purchase. of high grade 
radio material, in which the United 
States specializes rather than equip- 
ment at lower prices and quality.

The Palma people were mas- 
ters of the river, unequaled in skill in the handling 
of ancestral raft in currents of the Rio Tinto.

They had always prised most their reputation 
abroad for dignity, hospitality, and courage. So 
long established was this distant fame that the very 
word Palma was a synonym for pride, for leisurely 
and fine manners, throughout Luzon. Even in the
